The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Comic Life, which Degree is subdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ebelas or disciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has eauged the 
great advance in 8cientific, philogophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all zguch endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole, 

It is a eommon belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **thoge who know?” s8ay this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the magses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and corruption hanging before the hearts of the 
humanity of this transitory period, 8hall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all. The time is comparatively elose at hand 
when the doors of **The Temple of the Mysteries”” shall once more 8wing 
outward. The Site of that onee wonderful struetnre has been redisecovered, 
and when the Lord, the Saviour, the Elder Brother of the human race onee 
more reappears to elaim his own, He will find a place prepared for him by 
those who, having heard this eall, ** Come over and help us,”” bave faithfully 
responded, and have taken up their share of the burden of responsibility.

[11storically speaking, occultism is the legitimate child of the 
Christian Church, but its place has been usurped hy the 1mposters 
Intellectualism 


, Literalisgm, Dogmatism and Materialism, which 
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have greatly retarded the <spiritual development of mankind, and 
:tunted man's mental growth. For wherever mysticism has raised 
its head to speak a word of hlessing unto humanity, within the 
confines of our Christian ervitization, the Chrustian Church has hit 
it with the "hig tick” of prejudice, and envy, seeking to destroy it 
utterly. And hecanse of this those who wished to grow in $piritual 
understanding and abihty, were obliged to seek knowledge outside 
ot the Christian Church, and maintian a resolute stlence concerning 
the really vital <piritual matters uncovered in that search. It were 
better tor their peace of nnd not to *cast their pearls (of spiritual 
truth and experience) hefore swine, or the materialistic minds of 
which the Church has heen for the most part made up. I have 
many friends who have heen torced to leave the churches, into 
which they were born, hecause of the ahuse heaped upon them by 
fhnely educated, hut greatly 1gnorant preachers, who, beyond a 
plainly evident range of viston and understanding, were spiritually 
as blind as bats in the midst ot a great Light. 

These earnest, =tudious souls were ahused, and driven forth, 
hecause as clementarv students of Occultism, they had come upon 
certain truths, for the want of which, humanity walks and stum- 
bles along a darkened way oppressed by its fears and doubts, 
crushed by its ignorance. .\nd finding these truths, they wished 
to impart them to other. Christian friends and -their pastors. They 
met with derision and ridicule for their pains, hecause they forgot 
one of the first teachings of Occultism, found in the words oft that 
great Occultist, Jesns. the Christ, "give not that which 1s holy unto 
the dogs.” Were the Apostle Paul to speak to the general run of 
churches and clergymen today he would probably repeat his written 
message to the Corinthians of old, *And I, brethren, could not 
Speak unto vou as unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, even as unto 
babes in Christ.” And the yorst feature of the sitnation 1s that 
It 18 only the exceptional Christian who makes any attempt to he 
other than a *bahe in Christ,” z. e., other than immature, not only 
in the understanding of Christ's words, but in their personal ap- 
plications als0. The inertia of material cons1derations, the carnal 
habits of mind and dexsire are such a dead weight upon our shoul- 
ders, for a part of the wav in which we must walk, 1t we would 
he perfect, as the Father which is in heaven 1s perfect.” And 
because it is easier to follow the line of least resistance in spiritual 
culture, which normally requires us to set ourselves earnestly about 
the business of refining our thoughts, volitions and aftections.

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This attitude of mind, which dominates the Christian- Church, 
naturally makes the <ubject of Occultism taboo in the Church. Its 
requirements are too disturbing to the Christian complacency and 
eaxe of mind, evervwhere apparent within the Church; and too 
personal in their strictures, to warrant any other reception, Save 
| exceptional nstances. 

n this I am giving vou of my personal experience with clergy 
like, and know whereof I <peak. In our own denom- 


ination there. are less than a dozen ministers of Christ who are 


definitely and vitally interested in the <piritual <ci1ence of Occult- 
xm.

Netther 1s 
Vccultism to he thonght of in connection with the psvchometrizing 
of tea leaves, or cards, or letters and mind-reading, by which many 
people are amused, or led astrav. These are not even the frayed 
edges of the ancient and beautiful tapestry of a Science which 1s 
woven of strands of wisdom by the Master-Weavers of the past 
and present. But they are rather the counterfeit features of true 
faculties, forces and processes inherently a part of each soul's 
equipment and experience. It is necessary for us to remember that 
anything that does not ring true, when tested, it 
1s but a counterfeit imitation of something which is true and re- 
able; and such an experience should stimulate us to seek for the 


original thought or talent, ability os force, faculty or process. For 


if we run acrosX 
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we alone are the losers, when we. permit the false presentment, the 
Imitation gems ot truth, to prejudice us against a search for the 
true and the real. 

The New Standard Dictionary g1ves the following definition of 
(Veculttsm : Originally, experimental science, or the science that 
1nvestizates the occult qualities of nature; hence the imnvestigation 
of mvsterious things, especially those that are supernatural. 2—A 
Supernatural power claimed to be derived trom higher heings, and 
employed in human affairs, as m predicting the future. 3— Modern 
theosophy, as claiming to possess a rational explanation of the 
unexplamed laws of nature, due to investigation by means of cer- 
tain sense-centers present, but inoperative, in most mankind.” 

The folowmg definitions are given by a .practical occultist : 
*()cenitism 18 the search for hidden causes in the hearts of people 
and thing<—1t is the search for (God—the Great Cause back of all 
Nature. Therefore the true occultist must touch the depths and 
the heights of hfte—must be involved in all kinds of extremes, 
S1ffer the fire and the 1ce, the acid and the blood, the blame and 
the praise, the bread and the stone,—living it all—,yet in his 
Eternal Nature of Divimty but a spectator, looking down on the 
oreat drama of his <oul's evolution beings fought out in the theatre 
of his lower mentalitv.© Again, *By Occultism 1s meant a knowl- 
edve of the finer forces of Nature. The Finer Forces ot nature 
are those not generally perceptible to the outer Five Senses of man. 
But there is no sharp line between the inner, finer forces, and the 
outer, grosser forces. Likewise between the outer material, and 
th mner <piritual senses. They merge together, one into the other. 

*lhe outer material forces manifest when outer conditions are 
made for that purpose. The inner $piritual forces mamitest when 
the inner psychic or $piritnal conditions are made on inner planes. 
The outer, however, 1s dependent on the inner, as the material 
universe 1s dependent on the $spiritual universe. The outer 1s a 
reflection of the inner.” (W. H. D.)
